Facing challenges 

The Village of Antioch stands at the most impor- 







tant crossroad in the history of its development Its 
elected officials are faced with the challenge of deter- 
mining the kind of community Antioch will be in the 
future. It can go the way of the Schaumburgs, 
Gumees, Round Lakes, and Lake Zurichs of the world 
by following the outdated practices of those types of 
communities, or it can stop boldly into the 21st cen- 
tury and adapt the principles espoused by the most 
prominent land planners in the country today. 

The typical urban sprawl we all are familiar with 
has been decried by tnany experts as a root cause of 
the deterioration of the sense of "community" 
among the people of this country. Hundreds upon 
hundreds of towns like Antioch have been stripped 
of their individuality and character by the blight of 
urban sprawl and "big box development." Most land 
planners recognize the dangers of this style of growth 
to small communities and now strongly recommend 
a different approach. Smaller, more dense cluster 
housing witli neighborhood retail development and 
more open space is being touted as the most viable 
approach to development which will allow growing 
communities to maintain their character and cohe- 
siveness. It's widely accepted in the land planning 
community that "big box development" is the way of 
the past and should be abandoned. 

Fortunately, Scott Pierce's proposed moratori- 
um on development gives our leaders a perfect 
opportunity to explore these principles and to create 
a plan to take Antioch into the future in an inteili- 
, gent and organized fashion. We were slipping in the 
wrong direction, thanks to Neumann Homes and 
an unfortunate 10 year old agreement, which tied 
the hands of our leaders. Arbitrarily changing cer- 
tain portions of our ordinances compounded the 
damage. Now is the time to correct those mistakes. 

We have to live with Neumann, but we don' 
• t have to allow those kinds of mistakes to contin- 
ue. The opportunity is upon us to take control of 
our future and to put the appropriate legislation 
in place to limit the ability of predatory develop- 
ers to alter the face of our community and dilute 
its character.

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AUGS pilots new 
to Create a safe

In furtherance of providing a 
safe, drug-free haven for students, 
.Antioch Upper Grade School (AUGS) 
Principal Eric Skoog worked with the 
Antioch Police Department in pilot- 
ing a new K-9 search program. 

"As Upper Grade students can- 
not drive, the major time to exchange 
this 'nonsense' is at school," said 
Skoog. "The decision to bring Coal 
(Antioch's drug and weapon sniffing 
K-9 officer) in is data-based. In a sur- 
vey from 2001, 53 percent of eighth- 
graders said the can get marijuana 
whenever they want" 

Skoog proposed allowing the 
dog to sniff the physical education 
lockers while students are in class. 
The first search, conducted before 
the Thanksgiving break, was a clean 
search. Nothing was found. 

According to Skoog, of the four 
times Coal has been through the 
school, the only time anything was 



found was when police planted 
items in five lockers to test the abili- 

ties of the K-9 unit All five items were 
found. 

Det Daryl Youngs said, "The stu- 
dents have to take their clothes off 
and keep mem in die (gymnasium) 
locker room. If we check these lockers 
too, they can't keep 'stuff on them." 

The searches are done while the 

■ 

students are in class and the hallways 
empty. The K-9 unit is only permit- 
ted to sniff the lockers and not the 
students. 

Skoog emphasized mat it's not 
just drugs that concern him. "Six 
years ago there was a. student shot 
and killed in his home in Oakwood 
Knolls. That wasn't in school, but 
children are curious and accidents 
can happen," he said. 
■ The principal watched and took 
notes as the dog sniffed. Locker 
numbers were written down that 
Coal "tagged" so that Skoog could 
check them when the search was 
complete.

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ready for winter snow

"We're prepared for the worst 
and hope for the best," said Antioch 
Township Highway Commissioner 
Mark Ring. "When it snows, we're 
ready," 

Ring said mat the township has 
100 tons of salt and 200 tons of a fifty- 
fifty salt and sand mixture to lay 
down on the roads when the snow 
eventually arrives. "That's just to get 
us started," he said. "We'll order 
more as we need it" 

The Village of Antioch is equally 
prepared with 140 tons on salt in 
storage. "We'll have to use, or store, 
at least 70 percent of that to get the 
lowest price (for next year)" said Bill 
Smith, superintendent of public 
works. 

With 80 miles of township roads, 
Antioch' Township has the biggest 
road system in Lake County under its 
charge. Ring said, "We have seven 2.5 
ton dump trucks, all equipped with 
plows and sanders." 

Ring's advice to motorists: "If 






you know it's going to snow, allow 
extra time and be careful. Also, do 
not park on the road!" 

Both Smith and Ring concur. that 
the latter is the single most impor- 
tant thing for people to know 
cars are parked on the 'streets 
hard for us to maneuver 
them," said Ring. 

Smith added that within the 
Village of Antioch plowing, snow 
blowing or shoveling snow from dri- 
veways into the streets is prohibited. 

Ring said mailboxes usually fall . 
victim to snow coming off the blades 
of the plows and not because they 
are hit by the plows. "The weather 
causes dry rot, and it doesn't take 
much for one to topple. 
The village has five routes mat have 
to be cleared. "All five sections go out 
at the same time," said Smith. "It 
takes about three hours to open up 
both lanes." 

Ring said it takes about two and 
one-half hours for sand to be spread 
for ice control, but four and one-half 
to five hours for the roads to be both 
plowed and salted.

"This open 
flame, when left unattended can 
cause serious harm and accounts 
for over 11,600 fires in homes, 1200 
injuries and 156 deaths nationwide. 
While other causes for home fires 
have decreased, the percentage 
caused by candles is on the rise, 
with over 43 percent of the holiday 
season fires linked directly to can- 
dles."

• Never leave a candle burning 
while napping or at bedtime. 

• Keep candles away from items 
that can catch fire such as clothing, 
books, paper and curtains. 

• Do not place lit candles in 
windows where blinds or curtains 

can close over them. 

• Place candles on a secure 
piece of furniture in a holder that 
will not tip over. Make sure candle- 
holders are non-combustible, and 
will collect dripping wax. 

• Keep candles out of reach of 
children. Keep matches and 



lighters high and out of sight. 

• Never leave a candle unat- 
tended in a room with a child or 
family pet. 

• During a power outage, if you 
must use a candle, avoid carrying a 
lit candle. Never go into a closet to 
look for things with a lit candle, or 
use for light when fueling items 
such as a kerosene heater or 

lantern. 

"Nearly half of all candle fires 

start in the bedroom," said Volling, 
but he was quick to add that candle 
fires are not limited to one specific 
area of a home, and there is no sin- 
gle contributing factor for candle 
fires.

The time is now to get cards and packages 
mailed out for the holiday. 

At this point, if it is important to get a 
package to destination by Christmas, there is 
some risk sending it parcel post, a.k.a. stan- 
dard rate or third class. It normally takes 7-10 
days for something to be delivered by parcel 
post. Items may be sent by priority mail until 
Dec. 17. It usually takes 2-3 days for priority 
mail to reach its destination. The cost is about 
$4 to mail up to 2 pounds of material. 

Express mail usual takes just one day to 
arrive. The USPS recommends allowing a lit- 
tle more time, and. recommends letters and 
packages should be sent the week prior to 
Christmas as the holiday falls on Wednesday 
this year.

A poem inspires a £roup of women 
to put more life into mid-life'

These two lines begin a poem that has become an anthem for women over 50. It speaks of 
aging defiantly. It is not only a refusal to "go gendy into that good night..." but also the manifesto 
of a group of women who are committed to aging outrageously — and with joy. 

My first encounter with The Red Hat Society was on a Saturday afternoon, when I was hav- 
ing lunch at Season's Restaurant in Long Grove. As afternoon tea began, the women arriving in 
wildly flowered hats did not surprise me. After all, the restaurant did bill the event as "The Mad 

Hatter's Tea." 

My eye was caught by a group of about eight women, all wearing purple, topped off by a vari- 
ety of red hats. One woman was wearing lavender and pink. My curiosity was piqued. 

They told me they were members of a worldwide movement. The movement is, more often 
than not, silly, given to wearing the aforementioned purple garb and wild red hats, breakfasting 



in public in pajamas and generally kicking up scarlet heels at a time in their lives when previous 
generations were settling down with their knitting. 

They call themselves The Red Hat Society. Their founder, Sue Ellen Cooper, began the loose- 
ly governed "disorganization" in Fullerton, California. 

Cooper began on a whim. She impulsively bought a red hat. just because. (Women will 
understand this. Male readers may relate if they substitute "dual exhaust," "five iron" or "sub 
woofer.") 

Shortly afterwards, she read jenny Joseph's poem, which goes on to detail other outrageous 
acts, including wearing slippers in the rain, and spending a pension on brandy. Cooper resonat- 
ed with the free spirit embodied in the poem. 

She gave a gift of a vintage red hat and a copy of the poem to a friend, and then to another 
and another. Soon, die women decided to formalize their "Red Hat Society," and they went out 
to tea, in full regalia. 

The group swelled and the idea spread. The first spin-off group formed in Florida. After a 
story about the society appeared in the July 2000 issue of "Romantic Homes Magazine," there 
was no holding them back. Soon, chapters appeared everywhere. Thanks to the Internet, the idea 

even spread internationally. 

In Lake County, there are a number of chapters, each with its own distinct name and identi- 
ty. Each is headed, as in the original chapter, by a self-crowned "Queen Mother." 

In Grayslake, the crimson crown rests on the head of Nancy Musselman. 

"I don't want to sit in a rocking chair, knitting socks and waiting for death," declared 
Musselman. She started her chapter, known as The Red Hat Mommas, after a cousin in

hat does a watereolor artist who 
specializes in gardens and 
nature do in the winter?

They absorb it 
all from sight to sound, from temperature to 
atmosphere and then channel those feelings 
from head to hand, recreating the vision on 
paper. It was Smith's desire- to continue 
painting en plein air during the cold winter 
months that originally led him to begin 
painting in conservatories. Though he con- 
tinues to paint outdoors whenever the 
weather permits and has even painted out- 
doors when the water has begun to freeze, 
.creating interesting textural results from 
slush, conservatories have proven to be a 
wonderful alternative. "Watercolors from 
the Garden" features paintings from Garfield

, 16 cabbage leaves 
d/2 cup Arborio rice 
Salt to taste 

2 Tbl., plus 1/4 cup extra-virgin olive oil 
5 oz. ground veal 



2 eggs 

5 Tbl. grated Parmigiano-Reggiano cheese 
Freshly ground black pepper to taste 
Flour for dredging 






In a large pot of salted boiling water, cook the cabbage until tender, 2 to 3 minutes. Drain 
and set aside. 

Bring a medium saucepan of water to a boil over high heat. Add the rice and a generous 
pinch of salt and cook until the rice is tender, about 20 minutes. Drain and set aside. 

Heat the 2 tablespoons olive oil in a saute pan or skillet over high heat. Add the veal, sea- 
son with a pinch of salt and cook until the meat browns, about 5 minutes. In a medium bowl, 
combine the veal, rice, eggs, cheese, a pinch of salt and a generous amount of black pepper. 
Stir thoroughly until it forms a smooth mixture. 

Pat the cabbage leaves dry and lay them out flat on a work surface. Trim away the rough 
mid-rib at the base of each leaf, if necessary. Put 1 tablespoon of the veal mixture jn the cen- 
ter of each leaf. Fold the sides of the leaves toward the center and roll up from the bottom. 

Lightly dredge each cabbage roll in flour. Heat the 174 cup olive oil in a large saut6 pan or 
skillet over medium-high heat. Add the cabbage rolls and fry on both sides until golden brown. 
Serve hot. (Serves 6 to 8 as a first course)

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California told her about the group. 

"I turned 50 in January," she said. "I love hats, I love purple and I love tea. It 
sounded like fun." 






Musselman looked on the Internet, going to the Red Hat Society's official 
web site, at www.redhatsociety.com. She found a number of chapters listed, but 
many were not open to new members. Some, such as one in Antioch, were 
founded solely for the purpose of connecting a few specific people. The Antioch 
chapter, called Riley's Daughters, was formed by three sisters, scattered geo- 
graphically. They keep the group closed and personal. 

Musselman began with' her best friend of 24 years, Sharon Swanson. But 
they wanted more. They paid the $35 fee to make their charter "official," and got 
themselves listed on the society web site. There are now about 30 "Mommas" 
from the Lake County area. About 10-12 of them— not always the same 10-12 — 
attend any of the Mommas' outings. 

"I never thought I'd get responses from the Internet," said Musselman. "I 
thought it would just be friends of friends." 

They have attended everything from the luncheon at the Red Hat Society's 
first national convention, held last year in Chicago, to tea parties to a theater 
outing. They always appear publicly in their signature outfits, and are unafraid 
of what anyone might think. 

Wherever the women meet, either as a self-contained group, or with other 
members of other chapters, the attitude is one of unconventional fun — even at 
a convention. . ' 

"When we went to the Chicago convention, some businessmen were com- 
ing down to breakfast," Musselman recalled. The elevator was filled with 
women in purple pajamas and outlandish red hats. The skittish men decided to 
wait for another elevator. 

The next national convention is set for Nashville in May, and the Illinois convention is 
scheduled for the \veekend of Oct. 17-19 at the Hyatt Regency in Woodfield. In the interim, a 
Red Hat 7-day cruise, beginning with revelry in New Orleans and continuing with high tea on 
the high seas of the Caribbean, is planned for August.

Locally, the Red Hat Mommas' plans include a dinner cruise of Lake Geneva or the Fox 
River. Other outings are in the works, including a Jan. 12 charity luncheon for the benefit of 
Misencordia, in Chicago. 

"Some of our members want to sit in Oprah's audience— in full regalia, of course," 
Musselman said. She did not indicate if the group planned to serenade the talk show host with 

the 20 red and purple kazoos that were donated to them from a Deerfield music 
store. 

The rules of the organization are "no rules." Members are encouraged to 
follow a dress code of wearing purple dresses and red hats during outings. The 
more absurd the hats, the better. Musselman revealed that she added some hol- 
iday cheer to her own hat by festooning it with red and purple Christmas deco- 
rations. . 

Other members have spray-painted hats to get them to the right color. Hat 
decorating "clinics" are offered at conventions. 

Red and pink hats are available through the Red Hat Society "Imperium" 
online, or through any number of other hat sellers on-line. A search engine entry 
of "red hats" drew a huge number of results. 

Younger members— those under 50— are bidden to wear lavender and 
pink instead of the more regal deep colors. The intention is to make aging some- 
thing to be anticipated with delight, rather than something to dread. Turning 50 
becomes an opportunity for a "Red-uation" ceremony, honoring the woman 
who turns in her pallid pastel hat for one with more gusto.

60 youth players various coaches from sur- 
rounding communities. Preparation and 
staying in shape for the upcoming season 
were other operative words during the 5- 
hour clinic. 

McDermott was joined by UIC's Head 
Coach Troy Stein both who stressed die keys 
of proper base-running techniques. 

Bradley University Head Coach Dewey 
Kalmer started off the program by talking 
about proper pitching mechanics and how 
important it is to developing die dirowing arm. 

Irish O'Reilly, a Hall of Famer and die 
head coach at Lewis University, talked about 
the importance of 'pressure baseball', specifi- 
cally relating to area's such of delayed stealing, 
hit and run situations, and generally speaking, 
how to put pressure on the other team. 

Twelve -year- old Drew Doering, a sixth- 
grader at Frederick School in Grayslake, plays 
for the 12-year-old traveling Rams. 

"I want to be a better hitter, so I really liked 
when they talked about the correct stance when 
standing in die batter's box," said Doering, who 
was joined by most of his teammates.

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Although this year's Lake County 
gun buy-back program ran for one 
day, as opposed to the two days of 
last year's program, 70 more guns .

People turning guns in to 
police were given $50 gift certificates 
and stuffed animals.

Some were inoperable, and some 
were still in their original boxes. 

"This exceeded our expecta- 
tions," said spokesperson Bruce 
Johnson, incoming President of the 
Lake County Chiefs of Police 
Association.

Animal activist Joy Steward said activists 
from Lake County and the Chicago area will 
picket outside the Lake County Courthouse in 
downtown Waukegan, from 8 a.m. to 8:30 a.m. 
on Dec. 16. She said the public is invited to 
witness or participate, and protest signs will 
be provided. 

On Sept 21, over a dozen dogs and pup- 
pies were confiscated at a farm at 16795 
Wadsworth Road, and another one shot to 
death after charging a Lake County animal 
control officer. Officials believe that equip- 
ment on the large site was used for training 
fighting dogs, and several small "arenas" were 
used to stage fights. 

Although Jason Mitsias, who reportedly 
lived at the site, was still at large, the pre-trial 
hearing of Arthur Mitsias, who lives on the 500 
block of Ridge Circle, was continued to 
Monday, Dec. 16 when he showed up on Dec. 
6 without legal representation. 
The Class C misdemeanor charges of animal 
cruelty punishable by up to 30 days in jail, 
fines and/or probation. 

Barbara Fronczek,. a long-time animal 
rights advocate from Round Lake Beach, 
expressed dismay over what activists feel are 
slap-on-the-wrist charges. j 

j For one thing, she said, "the Mitsias' 
haven t even been charged with possession of

these animals injured, dehydrated and starv- 
ing, but because of their training and treat- 
ment, they were no longer suitable for adop- 
tion and 1 1 dogs are now dead." 

A Class IV felony is punishable by from 
one tojhree years in prison, as well as hefty 
fines.

Hours prior to the euthanasia, a male and 
a female pit bull were stolen from the facility. 

Officials were led to the rural site by an 
Illinois State Police trooper, who saw a dog, 
not a pit pull, running free near Route 41 in 
Wadsworth and followed it to the Wadsworth 
farm. 

There police found the animals, includ- 
ing puppies, staked out on the open ground. 
The dogs were malnourished, dehydrated 
from a lack of drinking water and had 
wounds believed inflicted during staged dog > 
fights. "'! 

Up until the early 1990s in Illinois, charges 
of animal cruelty rarely netted convicted sus- 
pects any jail time. But a series of horrific, 
high-profile cases in Lake and neighboring 
counties spurred public outrage and the law

ith commendable good sense, members of the Lake 
County Board moved quickly to continue the adminis- 
tration of Suzi Schmidt as chair for another two years, 
not even going through the formality of considering 
opposition. Schmidt, the first woman to head Lake County govern- 
ment in history, was re-elected unanimously. 

In her first two years, Schmidt provided leadership that was 
notable for an abundance of cooperation and good will. In her 
acceptance remarks, Schmidt was careful to compliment the former 
board, noting that members "treated each other with respect." 
There was politics to consider, of course, but there also was an 
uncommon air of civility about proceedings, a rare commodity on 
the lOtli floor in previous administrations within memory. 

Not that Schmidt had a cake walk. As Rep. Michael Talbett (R- 
Lake Zurich) pointed out in a nominating speech, Schmidt had to 
deal with messy details involved in replacing a county administrator, 
the impact of 9/1 1 and declining revenue. That, plus the complexi- 
ties of a county rushing toward 700,000 in population, the state's 
third largest county. . 

Schmidt's first term also solidified a republican team dedicated 
to slowing down a hell-bent development pace and taking steps to 
provide a quality of life sensitive to the environment and open space. 
The success of this position played out in continued voter support of 
initiatives presented by the Lake County Forest Preserve District 
where county board members serve in die dual capacity as commis- 
sioners. 

History was made with the succession of Suzi Schmidt. She will 
be accompanied by an all female cast in three odier leadership posi- 
tions — Sandy Cole as county board vice chain Bonnie Thomson 
Carter as forest district president and Carol Caiabresa as forest dis- 
trict vice president. 

What does die distaff leadership team face? On everyone's priori- 
ty list is highway gridlock that is reaching nightmarish proportions. 
With a sluggish economy, finding adequate revenues to provide for 
never-ending budget pressure remains on die "to do" list Lurking 
near the surface is criticism that in die zeal for controlled growth, 
economic development is being pinched.

YMCA, once Lake County's largest 
Y based on its geographic service 
area and an insdtution with a 
boundless future, is teetering on 
the brink of extinction. 

As a "child" of Chicago Metro, 
Hastings is caught in a murky 
money maze not of its own making 
diat threatens to deprive 4,100 fam- 
ilies of local Y services who live in 
an area encompassing Antioch, Fox 
Lake-Ingleside,tiie Round Lake 
area, parts of Gurnee, Grayslake 
and die Lake Villa-Lindenhurst area 
where die once moving facility is 
headquartered. 

In its last full year of operation, 
Hastings Lake Y served 19,000 per- 
sons of all ages who enjoyed a wide 
variety of activities including swim- 
ming, health club workouts, day 
camping, summer youth camping, 
day care, horseback riding, kids 
recreadon, boating, rock climbing. ■ 
Hastings Lake Y was a jewel in the 
crown of Chicago Metro, a highly 
respected social service organiza- 
don spreading Christian brother- 
hood and good works for more 
dian a century. 

Ironically, Hastings Lake is a 
victim of its own success. Hastings 
operated with a budget of $3.5 mil- 
lion and contributed $932,000 in 
service fees to Chicago Metro last 
year. While a shining light for 
financially ailing Metro, Hastings 
possesses something of even 
greater value— land and physical 
assets that represent significant 
value to the parent organization 
faced with massive restructuring to 
remain a viable social service force. 
Metro reportedly suffered a $17 
million loss last year. 

"Basically, we're on the sales . 
block to help bail out Metro," 
explained George Richter, presi- 
dent of the former Hastings Y board 
of directors. Hastings leaders have 
regrouped as a volunteer coalition 
to save the west Lake County 
YMCA. Their strategy is to pur- 
chase Hastings bike and become a 
stand alone independent YMCA 
with autonomy like the Lake 
County Y headquartered in 
Waukegan that has branches in 
Libertyville and Vernon Hills. 

"We're involved in what essen- 
tially is going to be a bidding 
process," explained Richter, owner 
of a Lake Villa printing company. 
In this case, the parent is not 
extending preferential status to the 
child much like helpful parents 
assisting a son or daughter with the 
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purchase of a home. "We've been 
told," Richter noted ruefully, "that 
Metro 'will not dilute the competi- 
tive process'." That means die 
Lake County volunteers will be 
going toe to toe with real estate 
developments envisioned as prime 
suitors for approximately 100 acres 
of land and a lake plus buildings. 
Richter said Metro has hung a 
$12 million price tag on Hastings 
Lake. "That could only be a base. 
We really don't know how much 
money is needed to save our Y. 
Remember, Metro is operating with 
an auction mentality." 

The Metro position is being 
orchestrated by Steve Cole, best 
known as die creator of the Cash 
Station network. Cole became CEO 
widi the assignment of righting a 
sinking ship. Besides being regard- 
ed as an astute businessman, Cole 
has a reputation for being a bare- 
knuckled negotiator. A manager 



dubbed by remaining Hastings 
members as "the Closer" has been 
assigned to run die diminishing 
program at the Lake Villa center. 

Hastings Lake volunteers are in 
die process of mounting a fund- 
raising campaign to acquire contri- 
butions and pledges that will repre- 
sent a down payment for a serious 
bid. They are being guided by a 
consortium of local banks. 

"We think community support 
is there for a locally owned and 
operated YMCA. The problem is 
diat we don't know exacdy how 
much money is needed to swing a 
deal and we don't know what kind 
of time table we're facing," Richter 
stated forthrightiy. 

A banker, who requested 
anonymity, described the acquisi- 
tion effort being organized by the 
volunteers as "bankable" consider- 
ing current income and surpluses 
being generated by an ever growing 
membership. The big hurdles are 
lack of a timetable and lack of a 
firm purchase price. 

"At this point," the financial 
adviser concluded, "what is need- 
ed is an angel or a 'white knight' to 
step forward to contribute or guar- 
antee a down payment diat will 
persuade Chicago Metro to sell to 
die Lake County volunteers."

Andy Rooney loving life at 84 




ndy Rooney, that old curmudgeon 
famous and popular for his whimsi- 
cal Sunday evening commentaries 
,on television's "60 Minutes," got • 
himself into another wrangle recenUy for 
belittling female sports reporters. 

"The thing that really bugs me about 
television's coverage of football is those 
damn women down on the sidelines who 
don't know what the hell they're talking 
about," Rooney remarked. "I mean, I'm not a 
sexist person but a woman has no business 
trying to make some comment about a foot- 
ball game." 

Feminist groups were furious, of course, 
demanding Rooney be fired. Some called 
him a Neanderthal {he'll be 84 in January). 
But he's an aging marvel, still writing two 
newspaper columns a week in addition to 

his amusing TV skits. 

Rooney defended himself: "I'd have been 
better off not having made that derogatory 
remark about women reporters on the side- 
lines, but I don't apologize. Most of them are 
there because they're good-looking, not 
because they know a lot about the game." 

He added: "If I had to say which I admire 
most, the qualities of men or women, I'd 
choose women. They seem to be better 
human beings than men. If the world had 
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been dominated by women instead of by 
men, we would not have had centuries of 
unending war. If George W. Bush and his 
wife Laura traded places, we might have a 
better president 

"I just don't want her down on the side- 
lines at a football game." 

Andy said his mail, and polls conducted 
by major newspapers, agree with his stance 
10-to-one. 

He has been on the tube a lot lately, pro- 
moting his latest book of essays, "Common 
Nonsense." Here are his comments on vari- 
ous subjects: 

"Education: You meet a lot of dumb peo- 
ple who went to college." 

"The English Language: When someone 
keeps saying, 'You know what I mean?' it 
means he doesn't know what he means." 

"Food: Why don't the new weight-loss 



diets tell us why it's so hard to stop eating 
peanuts once wc start?" 

"Coffee: Someone sent us a box with five 
bags of assorted flavors: almond, cinnamon, 
hazelnut, French vanilla and amaretto. If I 
want the taste of hazelnut, I'll have hazelnut. 
If I want coffee, I want coffee." 

"Driving: The drivers of trucks with signs 
saying, 'Call this number if the driver is dis- 
courteous,' are usually driving too fast for us 
to see the number." 

I happened to tape a television show 
in February of 1999 in which Larry King 
interviewed Rooney. When Larry asked his 
age, Andy complained: "I'm 80 years old 
and 1 just hate it. I think of it nine times 
"an hour. 

"I am loving my life so much and I am 
approaching the end of it. This is a constant 
negative thought in my mind." 

Larry: "I'll bet 20 years ago if someone 
said you'd make it to 80, you'd have said, 'I'll 

take it!' " 

Andy. "I used to think about 83, but I'm 
not ready for mat either." 

And now he's going on 84 and telling 
Larry King in another interview: "I don't read 
novels or go to movies very often; I enjoy my 
own life so much. Writing is easy and I love 
to do it." 
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ted that they hold an office where "there 
is nothing to do," and they become rest- 
less over that fact. 

It doesn't have to be that way. The only 
reason that lieutenant governors have noth- 
ing to do is that governors want it that way.

"From our standpoint, I can't think of any 
reason why we can't have a hospital in

Lindenhurst," he said, as he opened the dis- 
cussion. "There is no hospital within a half- 
hour of here." 

McCollum expressed reservations about 
issuing a formal resolution, particularly if it 
might be construed as in opposition to Geo-

"This resolution may tick off Geo-Karis, 
McCollum said, as he noted she had been 
"very good" for her constituents. He charac- 
terized the hospital as "their (Lindenhurst's) 
issue" and said he did not want to do anything 
too aggressive.

"I think we should support a hospital here," 
said Venturi.

Dear No name, 

First, calm down and don't be embar- 
rassed! Curiosity about sex in a teenage boy is 
perfectly normal! There are some tilings, 
though, that I'd like you to check out. If the 
movies are just plain sex, probably no concern 
beyond curiosity. If there are tilings in them 
like ritualistic violence paired with sex, I'd be 
more concerned and will speak about that 
later. I am assuming that since you didn't 
leave any identifying info on my voicemail for 
a private response and asked for reader 
response that you want this printed. 

In general, in the young teen years, your 
son does need to have someone to talk to 
about these kinds of things. Either one of you 
can talk to him about this area. You might 
even ask him who he feels more comfortable 
talking to about sex. You do want to give him 
the option, though. Try not to get squeamish ; 
and make him talk to his dad if he doesn't 
want to. I would ask that you speak with your 
husband about talking with him and get his 
feedback too. Whichever parent speaks with 
him, the location of the talk should be some- 
where that your son will feel comfortable. You 
don't have to bring up die movies as the con- 
versation opener, because your son will more 
than likely see that as a complete invasion of 
his privacy and become very defensive. You 
can make it a general discussion about sex and 
include a part about pornography and how it 
doesn't reflect good sexual relationships. Or, if 
you feel more comfortable bringing up the 
movies, you might do that, but in a way that 
protects your son's dignity. Remember, 
embarrassing him isn't going to get anyone . 
anywhere! 

Male companionship will be very impor- 
tant for your son at this age. He probably has a 
lot of questions in addition to a large amount 
of hormones going crazy. There are many 
tilings he needs to know that can help him to 
make good decisions. We all know the risks 
that are out there-AIDS, pregnancy-a whole 
menu of other sexually transmitted diseases. 
Lack of knowledge and lack of good judge- 
ment can contribute to these things becoming 
part of any of our lives. 

Try to be calm about it and also ask your , 
husband to do the same. You want your son to 
feel comfortable talking to you. If your mood is 
erratic, he will sense it and become erratic too. 
The rule of thumb that I live by is this: even if it is 
totally uncomfortable for you to teach your child 
about sex and all of it's responsibilities, YOU 
teach it so someone else doesn't! You want your 
own values and morals to become a natural part 
. of your child's viewpoint This doesn't happen 
through silence or force, but by respectful com- 
munication and open communication. 

. About the movies: Most of the time, 
pornographic movies do not portray loving 
couples being respectful and good to each 
other. They do not usually present the kind of 
image that we would like our kids to learn. 
Unfortunately this type of material is relatively 
easy to get these days. While you cannot pro- 
tect your child, completely, from seeing this 
material, in all circumstances, you can com- 
municate to your child your viewpoint about 
sex and how it is a part of a good relationship 
and not the way it is portrayed in these films. 
. You can rebut the material to your children 
and have them at least have a comparison. 
You can also communicate your dislike or dis- 
dain for those type of films. I find that this type 
of communication does more to help kids to 
not be as interested in this material as trying to 
force them away from watching it. Forcing 
them away from the films makes the films 
more of a "forbidden fruit" and a challenge.

Utilize Employer Feedback to get the Job that 
you want By ScoU r. Ftciscbmmn 

One of the most misunderstood and underutilized tools In the job 
search process is employer feedback. Past, present and potential 
employers can all contribute to this process. 

Prior employers arc a good place to start. Since those who will be 
references need to be contacted as a part of that process, an oppor- 
tunity to collect valuable input is already mailable. When asking 
about their willingness to serve as a reference, ask how they would 
describe your strengths. Also, ask what growth areas they saw. 

If the)* do thorough reference checking future employers will hast 
access to this information, Therefore, candidates who have the 
knowledge in advance are able to apply that data to the Job search 
process. Emphasizing strengths and minimizing weaknesses before a 
future employer does the reference checking is the best strategy. 

Performance data and feedback from present supervisors and 
managers is Just as valuable. In tact, its timely nature nukes it more 
significant. Like the prior Input, this data can be used to prepare 
resumes and for Interview discussions regarding skills and growth 
area's. 

Finally, after interviews get Input from the recruiter or manager on 
their perceptions of strengths and weaknesses. These questions can 
be asked regardless of whether an offer is expected. However, most 
employers arc reluctant to give this information because wc lire In a 
litigious society 

One option is to ask for guidance that will be useful for continuous 
career growth, Start with open-ended questions like: "What addition* 
ul skills, experience, or education would make me a better candidate 
for employment In pur organization?* Or, "If I were hired what 
growth area's should I focus on Crst?" 

If open-ended questions do not work, ask specific questions such' 
as: "Would a dass in cost accounting or basic information technolo- 
gy make me a better candidate?" For those recruiters who are still 
unwilling to share, offer an assurance that the goal is continuous self- 
Improvement. Often fust the assertion that a candidate will not file a 
lawsuit Is enough to give the employer the needed confidence to share 
information. 

Information from all three sources can he used to modify ones 
resume and to change Interviewing strategies. Again, the goal in a job 
search is Jo minimize weaknesses and maximize strengths. However, 
for those who plan to stay employed, the knowledge of those strengths 
and weaknesses require action. 

Certainty we all need to continue to grow and learn. Make a deci- 
sion to overcome some of the weaknesses by taking a course, reading 
or Joining a professional organization. Likewise, use strengths to help 
others that don't have the same strengths. In addition to demonstrat- 
ing those assets, serving others on the lob builds alliances. 

Although discernment is always needed to assure that feedback is 
accurate. Realistic feedback is a valuable asset In Dnding and keep- 
ing a good Jot).

The Hebrew letters "nun," "gimmel,"

miracle it is referring to is the Maccabee's vic- 
tory over Antiochus' armies. A coincidence 
that has been remarked on through the years 
is that numbers corresponding to the letters 
on the dreidel- 300, 50, 5,3- and the numbers 
corresponding to the numerology of the 
Messiah coincide exactly.

From the Appalachian mountains came one of today's most popular Christmas 
songs, "The Twelve Days of Christmas." This was originally a "counting song" of mag- 
ical or pagan origin, and no one seems to know what it originally meant. However, 
today it has become die theme of many Christmas cards and displays. 

Downtown shopping centers in Hawaii display Santa's helpers as "menehunes," 
the legendary little people who are supposed to have been the first inhabitants of 
Hawaii before the Polynesians seized the islands.

7. Wash preparation utensils, work surfaces and hands in hot, soapy water following 
contact witli uncooked turkey and juices. 

8. Roast at 325°F. For approximate cooking times, see roasting time schedule. When 
the skin is light golden, about 2/3 done, shield the breast loosely with lightweight 

foil to prevent overcooking. 

9. Check for doneness 1/2 hour before turkey is expected to be done.Turkey is fully 
cooked when the thigh's internal temperature is 180°F.The thickest part of breast 
should read 170°F and the center of the stuffing should be 160°F. 

10. When done, let die turkey stand for 15 to 20 minutes before carving.

Nature produces cones with unique beauty that may be used for various adorn- 
ments throughout your home. One of the most beautiful and versatile of all plant 
materials, pinecones can be scented, painted or varnished and used or creating 
crafts, floral designs, decorations, and wreaths. They can be used inside or outside, 
alone or in combination with bows, fruits, and/or vegetables. 

For a fun family outing with the kids, go outin search of pinecones. Then, after 
bringing them home, it is best to clean them well to remove all the bugs and dirt 
that they have collected. Conditioning them in the oven can do this. You don't have 
to do it, but heating them first melts the sap and as a result adds a nice glaze to the 
pinecones. Also, pinecones that are not opened will open in the heat. However, if 
you use them to decorate outside your home, and your climate is humid or wet, the 
cones may close again. Use an old cookie sheet or cover a sheet with foil. Place the 
pinecones on it and put it in oven. Bake them at about 200 °F until the sap is melt- 
ed and the pinecones are open. Test first with one pinecone to get the right tem- 
perature. As an added bonus, your house will smell wonderful!

One very pretty way to use pinecones to decorate with is to use them as a center- 
piece for a table. You can simply scatter them on your table for your holiday din- 
ner. Spray paint them with a variety of colors, such as white, glitter, or gold and 
place them in a basket, bowl, or pie pan, alternating them in layers with a small 35 
or 50 Christmas light strand. Lay fresh pine branches into the container to make a 
nest for the cones. Add some Christmas ribbon (make bows or crinkle some wired 
ribbon all around) and then nest the pinecones in the center. Add colorful candies 
around the edges, or small Christmas ornaments if the basket has a handle, tie a 
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bow on it. If not, tie one around it's circumference. You may want to add a special 
touch by painting several of the pinecone tips with a glitter fabric paint pen. 



simple way to do this is to tie or glue gold thread around them and hang them upon 
the tree. Glue gold ribbon to top of cone for hanger. Glue ribbon roses and green- 
ery in circle around top of cone. An angel ornament may be made by using a glue 
gun to glue a hazelnut to the stem end of a pinecone for the head. Glue 2 silk leaves 
just below the hazelnut as wings. Then, glue a ribbon hanger loop to the back of the 
cone and spray paints the entire piece gold.

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The season's first snowfall 
has arrived in Chicago area 
and now residents are 
faced with the age-old 
dilemma... to shovel or 
not to shovel. Peter 
Buttirck, M.D., chief, . 
section of cardiology at 
the University of 
Illinois at Chicago and 
president of the 
American Heart 

Association's Chicago Board 
of Directors has important 
information that might make you 
think twice before you pick up that 
shovel. "In people who are normally 
inactive with known or hidden heart dis- 
ease, snow shoveling can trigger heat attacks . 
and even sudden cardiac death," he says. 

The American Heart Association warns 
that you haven't been physically active or if 
you have been diagnosed with a heart condi- 
tion, you should be extremely cautious. Don't 
lift a heavy shovel piled high with snow. The 
combination of sudden physical exertion and 
the cold increases the heart's workload. It's 
natural for blood vessels to temporarily nar- 
row in cold weather. The cold can even be 
more dangerous if vessels are already nar- 
rowed due to fatty deposits. Too much strain 
on the heart during these conditions can 
result in a heart attack or even sudden cardiac 
arrest. 

"Researchers have found that the heart 
rate and blood pressure responses to shovel- * 
ing heavy wet snow often approached and 
exceeded the same responses during maxi- 
mum exercise testing," said Buttrick. "Within 
two minutes, most subjects had already 
exceeded their upper heart rate limit for aero- 
bic exercise training. It is no wonder that each 
year many middle aged and older individuals 
experience cardiovascular complications 
during snow shoveling." 

Hypothennia is an additional danger that 
should be guarded against. Hypothermia is a 
drop in body temperature to a subnormal 
level and it is potentially fatal. Symptoms are 
slowed breathing and heartbeat, lack of coor- 
dination, confusion and drowsiness. 

Here are some tips from the association 
for younger, healthy individuals who make 
the decision to shovel snow.

• Wear several layers of clothing instead of 
one heavy layer 

•Put on a hat or scarf because most body heat 
is lost through the top of the head

cian. Of you experience any of the following 
symptoms, you should call 9-1-1 immediate- 

ly: 

• Uncomfortable pressure, fullness, squeez-

• Chest discomfort with lightheadedness, 
fainting, sweating, nausea or shortness of 
breath

A brief history of holiday tree traditions 
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he farther we march into a tech- 
nological, silicon-and-plastic 
future, the more important sim- 



ple tradition become. 



Many family or cultural traditions help us maintain contact with our 
pasts and perspective for our future. Since the beginning, humans have 
been emotionally and economically tied with forests and trees. During 
holidays, trees play an important part in our social and private tra- 
ditions. 

A tree is part of many people's holiday season. Cutting your own 
tree, selecting one at the local lot, or bringing in a living tree are 
all part of modern family traditions. To many, the beginning 
of the holiday season is decorating a tree. The aroma, beau- 
ty, and special adventure of having a tree is sensed by all 

in the home. 

Having a tree for the Christmas-time holidays is a rel- 
atively new tradition in America. Christmas trees have not 
always been associated with the winter holidays across the $j 
world. The roots (no pun intended) of tree use can be 
traced back before the birth of Jesus Christ to early 
Egyptians who would bring palms indoor as symbols 
of eternal life. Ancient Jewish religious feasts 
used decorations made of tree boughs. 

In the Western world, most experts con- 
sider our use of trees during the winter holi- 
days as derived from Rome. The Romans 
exchanged tree boughs with friends for luck. 
The Roman winter festival was celebrated by £j 
decorating the house with tree boughs 
and greenery. Trees were paraded around 
with candles and trinkets attached to the 
branches. 

Many Christian traditions in the 
home were borrowed from older pagan 
celebrations. Pope Gregory I around 600 AD 
told churchmen to encourage harmless folk 
customs, like the use of greenery and 
trees; where Christian interpretations 
could be made.

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encouraged pagan nature worshipers to stay out of the dark forest and take a tree indoors to 
worship in the light and warmth of the one true God. 

Many folk legends have grown around the Christmas tree. Christ's blessing and gift to 
mankind in the form of a decorated tree remains the central theme of most. Across Europe, 
people used tree-based folk tales to teach children about the celebration of Christ's birth. The 
evergreen tree's symbolism of eternal life was strong.. 

Martin Luther may have begun the Christmas tree tradition in Germany around 1500 AD. 
It was said that he was walking on a bright snow-covered, star-lit night pondering the birth of 
Christ. He was enthralled bythe evergreen trees, the stars and the landscape. He took a tree 
inside and put candles on it to try and represent the majesty he felt about Christ's birth. 

By the early 1600s many German towns were celebrating Christmas with elaborately dec- 
orated trees. Decorations first used were paper flowers, fruits, nuts, gold foil, cakes, small gifts, 
and candies. German mercenaries used by the British in the Revolutionary War were respon- 
sible for bringing the Christmas tree tradition to the United States. Old Puritan doctrine 
banned a celebration at Christmas. Holiday festivities around a decorated tree took a while to 
become established in America. 

In the 1840s the use of Christmas trees across the Christian world exploded. From the royal 

family in England to the elite of America, Christmas trees were fashionable. In 
. 1851 the first retail tree lot was set-up on a sidewalk in New York City and 
-;,& sold-out quickly. At the same time, some church congregations had con- 

cerns about bringing trees into their religious traditions. An Ohio paster 
set-up a tree in church in 1851 and was told by congregation members that 
it was a pagan symbol with no place in Christianity. Despite these con- 
cerns, the pastor continued with the Christmas tree tradition. This 
tradition became ever more popular. 
The White House led the way to trees for the holidays. The first 
American President to show-off his White House tree was 
Franklin Pierce. Benjamin Harrison declared his White House 
tree to be part of an old-fashioned American tradition in 
1889. By the 1880s the Christmas tree market was large. In 
the following decades large numbers of wild trees were 
harvested from the native forests. Theodore 
Rooseveltdecided for the sake of forest conservation that 
the White House would not have a tree. His two sons 
snuck a small tree into their room and were caught, 
to the embarrassment of their father. 

On this continent a tree used as decoration for 
the winter holidays began simply. In the 1800s 
many referred to the decorated trees as 
"German toys." Now the Christmas tree tradi- 
tion has multi-generational and cultural identi- 
ty. The sense of identifying holiday trees with 
family and friends is socially important. 

Many people believe this tree tradition has 

always been with us in the United States. Take 

a moment to truly look at your tree tins year 

and see the history. For most people, holiday 

trees represent psychological comfort across 

time and a changing world. Forests and trees 

continue to wind their way into all tilings human

Just tak- 
ing a few deep breaths and walking around a bit may 
make a big difference. 

4. Find more ways to incorporate relax- 
ation and pleasure into your life. This may 
include doing a regular relaxation process or medi- 
tation, walking in nature, taking an occasional bub- 
ble bath, having a relaxing massage, allowing an 
extra ten minutes to get where you need to go.
